THE MARKS OF PROGRESS. 



If tbera is anythiug which ilisiinguiBhes 
more than another the progress of tho age 
it is the growing desire for plainness and 
simplicity. We see- this in the manners, in 
the fashions, in tho language, in tho habits 
and customs, and, in fact, in everything 
whether pertaining to lasto or utility. Forms 
and ceremonies, in so far as they aro Bepar« 
able from tho useful, arc fnst losing their hold 
of tho human mind. Wo aro beginning to 
value things not according to their outward 
show, but lor their intrinsic worth. The 
trappings in which power was wont to be 
clothed, and which were looked upon by the 
superstitious multitudes as the very essence 
of authority itself, arc gradually disappearing 
in the old clothes repository. Ceremonials 
which used to be looked upon by the English 
people as sacred as Mognn Charla itself have 
cow become the subject of newspaper saiiro, 
and heraldic devices and omblems which ol 
old were esteemed the badges of honor and 
greatness, ate ubout as important to the general 
public as the inscription on a mummy's cofl'm. 
As we emerge gradually out of the imperfect 
civilization of the pust, wo leave oor super- 
stitions behind us, und bring the touchslono 
of reason to test the purity and usefulness o. 
things as they present thamselves. In this 
way, as we have endeavured to show irj for- 
mer issues, we approach without fear o r 
trembling even Government itself, and d o- 
Dude it of ita expensive, cumbrous and Use- 
less appendages. Nothing, indeed, o( a 
fublunary character is too iiij/jh or loo low 
for Ihe daring spirit of innovation. J.I is only 
a few weeks ago that the whole constitution 
ol ao old European monarchy was changed, — 
that Sweden abolished her four Chambers 
of Government, and substituted a siogle 
branch in ita stead. There were of course, 
as there are bere, indignant Dobodies who 
appealed to the past, and to the danger of 
grasping will: vigorous hands the sacred 
fabric of a Government, but they wero us 
effete in opposition as they were in mind, and 
the reform was curried ont. It is this spirit 
which the exigencies of evory progressive 
country demand — to make utility the great 
object, and to bo deterred from no change 
that will give a greater degree of prosperity 
to the country and a larger share of happiness 
to the people. This 19 the true reform. I 
we can have tho same work which the Gov 
ernmenls ol ibis and the neighboring colony 
require 81,000,000 to effect, performed (or 
less than half the figure, reason tolls u? that 
it should be done, no matter what outward show 
may fall in the reductiou. Tho spirit ol the 
age is, as we have said.ngaiastelaboratencss — 
against surplusage of anyaod all descriptions. 
In pome countries, it is true, there are ex- 
ceptions, where simplicity has no part, un- 
less, indeed, it is the simplicity ol tho people 
who pay dearly for the ginger-bread orna- 
ments with which the Government i9 sur- 
rounded. In these countries ceremony is 
everything and utility nothing. A Minister 
might bo excused for plunging the nation 
into a devastating and purposeless war, but 
let him ignore a form at Court and he lo- 
comos a fallen man, with neither place nor 
prospects. As u laughable instance of the 
extent to which the ceremonial mania is 
sometimes carried, wo give in tho words ol 
tbo London Spectator a description of llic 
contretemps which occurred lately at the 
marriage of Princess Alexandrine of Piussiu 
to Prince Frederick Willium of Mocklinbur,; 
Scbwerin. ' They arc both unimportant iodivid 
uals, but as the bride is a king's niece, a grand 
ceremonial dinner wag performed, one prince 
handing the soup and another tho madeira. 
The Envoys of France and England demanded 
seats ul the Hoyal table, but as they are not 
of the absolute first rank of full Ambassadors 
— we have only two, one in Constantinople, 
and one in Paris — the claim was refused, und 
Lord Napier and M, Itendetli, with tip ir 
wives, went home. The probability is ibui 
tho Prussian Cnamberlain , who has to learn 
enough about transparencies and serenities 10 
bewilder a herald, and who haH been studying 
ceremonial silliness all his lifo, knows his 
business, and ia in tho right. And, after all, 
we do not know that tho Hobonzollern cli- 
qnette is much worse than that which keeps 
duchesses standing like pnrlor-maids behind 
the tjueen at tho opera, an J will compel .Mr. 
Bright if ho takes office to make himself look 
ns like u footman as he can manage. Sun 
pose tho Prussian Envoy wore to claim the 
right to dross like u gentleman at Court, 
where would the Constitution bo/" 

It inuy do in such countrios us Prussia to 
sacrifice the substanco ol prosperity lor the 
shadow of empty ceremonial, but it will 1101 
do on Vancouver Island. What is wanted 
heie is good legislation and very little gov- 
ernment. What our authorities want to 
give us, however, is no legislation ami an 
excess of government, Wbat they demand 
is no laws to retain people in tho colony and 
attract people to it, hut plenty of Executive 
functions— plenty of commands and plenty ol 
officers to can y thorn out, In this they are 
backed up by the powerful support ol oui 
contemporary, who rehashes till tbo elufl 
that has been enunciated about tho necossily 
of tho colony tying ilsell down to one clan 
of officials, whether the exigencies of the 
country demand a change or not. " Pdr« 
mauoney," blunt these oracles,— *' lot ua 
make every ollico a fixtutc, and although wo 
may perobanco run out ol money in tho 
Treasury and empty the pockets of tho in- 
habitants wo shall have tho consolation of 
knowing that our officials aro wull led and 
highly respectable." Such is renlly tho sub- 
t-tenioii ol the language used by tho hanger) 
on of Guvurnmont, in tho press and out of it- 
When we say it is positively sickening from 
its disgraceful pandering to 0110 ol Ihe least 
tolerable of the Exeouiivo'/i iiiaumpiioDB, wo 
oan safely sluto that we me oxprestlDg tho

Wo condense the following on tho trial 
trip of tho '49 from tho Dalles Mountaineers 
"The steamer started up the river from Col- 
ville Landing on the Dili of December. Tho 
season wne so far advanced that uo timo 
could be spared to procure n proper supply 
of dry wood, and Captain White determined 
to tako the chances of gathering his fuel 
along tho banks ol the river. The first day 
tho boat tied up after running eight miles. 
On the 10th the accent of the Little Dalles 
was made. It bad beou feared that this 
point in tho river was impassable, but iho 
boat went up without difficulty. This night 
was spent a short distance below iho -10 1 h 
parallel. The next day, the 11th, tlie boat 
ran up a few miles lo Fort Shephi id, which is 
a Hudson liny Company's post of twenty 
houses, on the west bunk of lhe Columbia, 
aboul a mile al ove lhe International Boun- 
dary Line. Hero Captain White made the 
necessary arrangements with the Colonial 
Custom House olficials, and spent Hie day 
wilh the British, who were delighted wilh the 
success of the enterprise.
